Growth Of Junior 
College Program 
Is Outlined 


The noted educator, Dr. Bay 
Lyman W ilber, says of the Junior 
College, “ We can look upon the 
junior college movement, which 
now is spreading throughout the 
United States, as the most whole­ 
some and significant occurrence 
in 
Am erican 
education 
in the 
present century.” 


Dr. Max McConn says, “This 
new ty p e of higher education, the 
junior college, is now on it > way. 
I think there can be no reasonable 
doubt th a t w ithin the next half 
century it will sweep the country 
as irresistibly as the public high 
school swept it during the second 
half of the last century.” 
In 1900 there were only eight 
junior 
colleges 
in 
the 
United 
States, with an enrolm ent of just 
IOO students. In 1915 the number 
of junior colleges had increased 
to 74, and the enrolm ent had 
grown to 2,363. 
In 1940 there 
were 575 junior colleges in the 
United States with an enrolm ent 
of 196,710. 
In 1949 the number 
of junior colleges had increased 
to 648, with an enrolm ent of 
465,815. So, when D ecatur Bap­ 
tist College, which was the first 
junior college to be established, 
was organized in 1897, it started 
the most significant movement in 
modern educational history. 
The Catholics have the largest 
number of denomination junior 
colleges with 44, the M ethodists 
come next with 36, and the Bap­ 
tists are third with 31. One Bap­ 
tist junior college in Missouri, 
Stephens College, has an enrol­ 
m ent of 2182. 
There are two reasons for the^ 
rem arkable growth of the junior 
colege. F irst of thew is the low­ 
er cost of education in the fresh­ 
man 
a n d 
sophomore 
years. 
Salaries 
are

Dimethyl Thallate Is 
Good Chigger Repellant 


If you are bothered with chiggers 
—and most people have been this 
summer — extension entomologists 
suggest 
repellants 
containing di­ 
methyl thallate as the most effec­ 
tive. 
This solution should be applied 
around the tops of the stockings, or 
in a band around the ankles. They 
caution against indiscriminate use 
because the chemical stains some 
fabrics. 
Once the chiggers got you, treat­ 
ing the affected portions of the skin 
with 5 to IO percent solution of ben­ 
zocaine in alcohol is recommended 
by T. H. Parks of Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. 
There is no positive method yet 
devised for treating yards and lawns 
to eliminate chiggers, but many peo­ 
ple have found dusting the lawn 
with powdered sulphur helps. 
Parks suggests using the cheapest 
grade of sulphur available, and ap­ 
plying it generously to the lawn with 
a dust gun.

Device Is Most Useful 
Developed in Years 


One of the strangest, and possibly 
the most useful, agricultural de­ 
vices developed in recent years is 
the cattle cafeteria. 
The cafeteria is actually two steel 
Quonset huts, one built inside the 
other. Between the two, there is a 
space of about IO feet. Hay brought 
in from the field is chopped and 
blown into the top of the larger

structure. It falls down on the other, 
settling between the two. When the 
space is filled, the cafeteria is ready 
for operation. 
A series of gates, hinged at the 
top, may be raised to feed cattle 
inside or outside the bam. The slats 
are spaced just wide enough to ad­ 
mit a steer's nose and are also 
hinged at the top. As the cattle 
make pockets in the hay they push 
against the slats. 
The 
constant 
swinging dislodges more hay from 
the storage area above and it falls 
down. 
The outside gates provide shelter 
for feeding animals in cold weather. 
According to reports from a farm 
where the 
“cafeteria" 
has been 
used, 44 beef steers have been fed 
through an entire winter with a to­ 
tal of four man-hours of labor. Once 
the storage area was filled, the 
farmer walked off, his job done for 
months. 
The idea seems especially good 
for the northwest where winter feed­ 
ing of relativly small herds is a 
constant, laborious chore.

T h e order for the chassis has 
been placed and the pump will 
probably be ordered this week. 
The City Council has voted to 
purchase the chassis outright and 
the fire departm ent has agreed 
| to assume the responsibility for 
[equipping it. A fter several trips 
to neighboring cities and many 
letters to fire equipment firms it 
was determ ined that the truck 
could be assembled nearby at a 
considerable saving. The fire de­ 
partm ent, with the cooperation 
of local business firms and citi­ 
zens, plans to borrow approxi­ 
m ately $3000 to build and equip 
the truck, and the City Council Okla., is visiting 
has voted to guarantee the fire Roach, 
departm ent $100 per month to 
apply on this loan. This $100 per 
month is in addition to the pur­ 
chase of the chassis. 
The truck to be built will carry 
500 gallons of w ater and will be 
equipped with IOO feet of 1-inch 
hose and about 300 feet of I 
inch hose, both hoses connected 
for instant use. 
In addition it 
wall have a reserve supply of 2% 
inch hose to be used when neces­ 
sary. All hoses will be equipped 
with combination fog or straight 
stream nozzles, with the fog be­ 
ing used whenever possible to 
keep down w ater damage. 
The 
truck is designed for a quick 
punch and is expected to take 
care of from 90% to 95% of our 
fires.
